President Roosevelt yesterday 
nominated Lieut.-General Dwight 
Eisenhower to be a full General, says 
a Reuter message from Washington. 

General Eisenhower was only a 
Colonel in the United States Army, 
and was comparatively unknown 18 
months. before he was sent to 
London with the rank of Lieutenant- 
General to command the. American 
Forces in the European theatre. His 
rise was in recognition of his reputa- 
tion as one of the finest staff officers 
in the United States Army, although 
he had never been under actual 
battle fire. He has made a special 
study of co-ordination of land, sea 
and air forces, and is an authority 
on tank warfare. He is a hard 
driver, who works seven days a 
week, with only about five hours’ 
sleep at night.

will come as á surprise to many 
to learn, on Mr. Churchill's 
authority, that, now that they 
have been en by Marshal. 
Rommel’s Afrikakorps,.the Axis 
forces in the Tunisian “tip” 
number approximately two 
hundred and fifty thousand men. 
In respect of the Casablanca 
conference, Mr. Churchill told 
Parliament nothing new. He was 
disappointingly reticent on the 
subject that has been exercising the 
minds of all students of the 
situation since the assassination 
of. Admiral Darlan on Christmas 
| Eve, namely, the position of the 
Drench in North Africa, with 
particular reference to the rela- 


tions between General Giraud and 


General de Gaulle. Manifestly, 
these relations still leave some- 
thing to be desired from the stand - 
point of the Anglo American 
Allies, and Mr. Churchill probably 


{took the wiser course when he 


decided’ to refrain from any de- 
tailed discussion of a matter 
which may be regarded as sub 
judice. Referring to the general 
plan of campaign, Mr. Churchill 
told the House of Commons that 
he and President Roosevelt had 
agreed to plans which would be 
carried into effect within the next 
nine months, before the end of 
which period. the two leaders 
would try to come together again. 
He reiterated. the Casablanca 
formula, that the. Allies would 
insist. on the ‘* unconditional 
surrenter ” of the Axis Powers, 
‘adding, for the first. time, ‘that 
President Roosevelt: agreed with 
him that the defeat of Germany 
and her European Allies. was of 
more immediate importance than 
the eclipse of Japan | 

From. the European oint of 
view, by far the most interesting 
portion of Mr, Chmrchill’s speech. 
was that which. 
AN campaigne. Just twenty-six | 
years ago Great Britain very 
nearly was faced with starvation 
as a result of the increasing 
activity of German submarines, 


through the adoption of the 
convoy system and the invention 
of improved means of submarine 
detection; but for a ‘time the 
danger to British security was 
exceedingly grave. The Germans, 
as well as the British, have 
profited by their experiences in 
the last war. If anti-submarine 
devices have been improved, the 
technique of the attackers also has 
been made more efficient, and the 
adoption of the so-called wolf- 
pack system by the German 
Admiralty has raised. the total 
number of sinkings by a sub- 
stantial amount of tonnage. 
Furthermore, the rate of produe- 
tion of U-boats has been 
accelerated; and it is obvious 
that the Axis Powers are relying 
on the submarine as one of thé 
most potent weapons in their 
armoury. Mr. Churchill’s attitude 
on this- important subject was 
decidedly optimistic. He declared 
that, while the U-boat campaign 
indubitably was hampering . und 
_ | delaying the success of Anglo- | w 
American operations, there was no 
need to exaggerate the danger to 
the Allied cause, in view of the 
heavy losses that were being 
inflicted on the submarines by the 
British and American Navies. The 
losses in terms of Allied merchant 
shipping had been severe; but 
the Prime Minister announced 
that, during the last six months, 
the combined shipping produc- 
tion of Great Britain and United 
States and Canada had exceeded 
all losses by one and a quarter

We aro 
ready to believe that those people 
who ars fighting for the improve- 
ment of their home towns are doing 
good work—are doing infinitely 
better and more practical work than 
the host of scribblers and speakers 
who pour out their souls concern- 
ing the decline of the smaller 
towns. Ireland is unbalanced ; 
the balance must be redressed ; 
and, pending a form of govern- 
ment which will be able to take} 
powers beyond the powers of 
democracy—a form of government 
which, as we hope, never will be 
inflicted upon Ireland—the task 
of redressing it devolves upon the 
smaller towns. If they are wise 
as some of them have shown 
themselves—they will seize the 
opportunity. while the outside 
world is occupied with. bigger 
things and unable to interfere. 
They will acquire and develop a 
new pride in themselves. Let it 
take its first shape in à theatre, a 
museum, an art gallery; soon, 
perhaps, the whole fine conception 
of a planned city, as the centre 
of a planned region, will furnish 
the nuclei of a nobler and better 
nation.

Those who favour Mr. Bevin’s 
Catering Bill predict that after the

Salting the Sugar 


Field trials here have shown: that - 
salt may take the place of potash in 
the manuring of sugar beet. Root 
increases of well over à ton an acré 
have been obtained, together with a 
luxuriant growth of tops. In addi- 
tion, a higher sugar percentage 
raised the sugar yield by about five 
ewts. an acre. The normal dressing 
is five cwts. an acre, applied about 
one month before sowing, and ‘the 
best results have been obtained 
when used in conjunction with four 
cwts. of sulphate of ammonia, On 
light, sandy soils salt gave results 
that were superior to muriate of 
potash alone. Ample supplies of 
n salt are available in 
Britain, and, by using it wherever 
practicable in place of muriate of 
potash, farmers have been able to 
conserve their potash supplies for 
3 which must have this fertiliser 

for soils that are seriously 
potash deficient.
